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Grayling Man 
Charged With 
Assault on Officer 


Five warrants werc issued on Friday, August 17, fora 
Grayling man following a car chase that began at the 
intersection of M-72 East and the 1-75 Business Loop in 
Grayling and ended witha foot race near Four Mile Road. 
During the pursuit, the suspectallegedly attempted to run 
over a Grayling patrolman with his pickup after he 
rammed the officer's patrol car. 

Steven Gildner, 28, of Grayling, was apprehended by 
Crawford County Sheriff deputics and charged with 
assault with intent to do great bodily harm less than 
murder, assault with a dangerous weapon, operating a 
vehicle under the influence of liquor, driving while his 
operators license was suspended, and flecing and cluding 
police. Gildner was arraigned in District Court on Au- 
gust 21 and bond was set at $26,500, 10 percent surety. 
His preliminary examination was set for Wednesday, 
August 28. 

Gildner fled from city patrolman Dennis Long at about 
3:30 a.m. Friday when Long attempted to stop him for 
running a red light and for having no license plate on his 
pickup truck. The chase began at the intersection of M- 
72 West and the Business Loop, going through town to 
the Grayling Industrial Park. 

While in the industrial park, Gildner tried to further 
clude police by taking a trail road. When Patrolman Long 
continued the pursuit, Gildner rammed the police car 
with his pickup. Gildner then tried to jump a set of 
railroad tracks, becoming momentarily stuck. According 
to Patrolman Long, as he approached the suspect's truck 
on foot, Gildner turned his truck, striking Long and 
knocking him down. Gildner then attempted to back over 
Long. The officer fired seven shots into the rear tire of the 
approaching truck, deflating the tire, and preventing the 
truck from backing up any further. 

Gildner then tried to drive the truck down the niilroad 
tracks, but eventually abandoned it and fled on foot into 
the woods. He was apprehended several minutes later on 
Four Mile Road near AJD Forest Products. 

Patrolman Long was assisted in the chase and appre- 
hension by Sheriff deputies. Long was treated by the 
Crawford County Ambulance Corps for minor scratches 
and bruises. 


B & E Suspects 
Charged Here 


Two Gaylord men were arraigned before Judge Francis 
Walsh in 83rd District Court on Tuesday, August 28, on 
charges of breaking and entering an occupied dwetting. 

Kenneth James Filcek, 20, and his brother, Gary Theo- 
dore Filcek, 18, were arrested on August 23, for allegedly 
breaking into the Raymond C, Lange home on Hannor 
Trail. 

According to a spokesman at the Crawford County 
Sheriff Dept., Lange and his son, Don, surprised the two 
intruders when they arrived home ata little after 3 p.m. 
Thursday. Don Lange caught one suspect, but the second 
man escaped. 

The Sheriff dept. requested the assistance of the Michi- 
gan State Police tracking dog from Gaylord, but deputies 
apprehended the second suspect about 30 minutes later 
and the call was cancelled. 

Bond for Kenneth Filcck was set at $20,000, 10 percent 
cash surety. Gary Filcek’s bond was set at $10,000, 10 
percent cash surety. 

Both men remain lodged in the Crawford County Jail. 
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STORM DAM 


Strong winds caused about $100,000 damage at Mo- 
bile Home Estates, northeast of Grayling, between 8-9 
p.m, Monday, Aug. 27. 

Approximately 10 buildings reccived major structural 
damage and a couple of cars were crushed by falling 
trees, estimated Bill Borchers, Crawford County Equali- 
zation Director. Close to two hundred trees were knocked 
over or uprooted by the wind. The falling trees put holes 
and dents in roofs and homes. Many windows and out- 
buildings were broken or ruined. A few mobile homes 
were moved several feet during the storm. North Down 
River Road was blocked by fallen trees and downed 
power lines. Borchers said most of the $100,000 in 
damages will come from cleaning up and restoring elec- 
trical power costs. 

Borchers said the storm was officially called a wind 
storm and not a tormado. But he noted several trees were 
spun off or twisted and some were splintcred. He also 


Middle East

The Middle East Crisis has begun to affect Crawford County 
residents more than just at the gas pump. Thirtecn servicemen 
from our area are in the Persian Guif area and 56 men of the 
1438th Engincer Detachment, headquartered at Camp Gray- 
ling, are on telephone standby waiting for their active duty 
orders. 

“We don’t know when the 1438th will get their call to 
mobilize,” said MAJ Jerold Fochl, Camp Grayling Public 
Affairs Officer, “but we know it will come.” 

MAJ Fochi said the Grayling unit docs not know whether it 
will stay at Camp Grayling, be sent somewhere in the United 
States, or be sent directly overscas. 

The t438th consists of construction contractors such as 
plumbers, electricians, carpenters, masons, heating and refrig- 
cration specialists, and heavy equipment operators. 

Unit Commander is 1LT Victor Briley, of Vienna. Hc has 15 
years with the National Guard. CW3 Michacl J. Thome, of 
West Branch, is 1LT Briley’s executive officer and has 19 
ycars of service with the military; three years active duty with 
the Army and 16 years with the Michigan National Guard. 

Noncommissioned officers are SSG Michael John Campbell, 
Jr, and SGT Ronaid Hall, both of Grayling. SGT Hall is with 
the Active Guard Reserve and is the unit's full-time readiness 
noncommissioned officer. 

For security reasons, Gov. Blanchard said the Department of 
Defense requested that troop lists, missions, and eventual des- 
linations be withheld. 

“The men of the 1438th will probably use this ‘standby’ 
period to get their personal business in order,” speculated MAJ 
Fochl. He said unit administrators are probably busy updating 
individual mobilization papers. 

“One risk to the soldier is that his pay won't be sent to the 
right person or address,” he explained. 

“Pm sure they arc all wondering when the next call is 
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said some tres uprooted were oaks and it takes a lot to 
uproot sonic oaks. 

The wind storm apparently came from the northwest 
side of Mobile Home Estates, touching down just inside 
the mobile home community. One residence that was 
passed over by the storm had a six-foot-high sunflower 
still standing. A hundred yards farther cast, the damage 
was extensive. 


Dale Pettengill, who had several trces fall on his home 
along Pinecrest, said there wasn’t a lot of rain or wind 
before the storm hit. His power went off at 8:45 p.m. 

Another Mobile Home Estates resident left in his car 
while trees were crashing all around, but by the time he 
reached the I-75 exchange, just around the comer, there 
was hardly any wind. 

Several men working on a race car at John Failing’s 
home north of the airport saw the storm hit. Rick O’Brien

said a huge black cloud started coming together and they 
could see a circle in the middle where the wind was 
swirling around. The sky was a strange orange-red and 
as the black cloud was forming, a cool wind hit them. 

The storm traveled southeast through Mobile Home

Down River Road. 

Crawford County sheriff deputies along with Grayling 
and Frederic firemen went door to door in the area 
checking on residents. No one was reported injured. 

Consumers Power employces were called to the area 
and began repairing power lines and cutting trees, 
Crawford County Road Commissioners workers cleared 
roads andcut trees. By daylight, homcowners and private 
contractors were busy cutting trees and cleaning up de- 
bris. No one was forced to Icave their home during the 
storm, said sheriff deputies, but power was lost to the 
arca.

The call-up was made by the Secretary of Defense as 
authorized by President George Bush under provisions of the 
“War Powers Act,” 10 USC 6733b. Under this legislation, the 
President can call into active duty a maximum of 200,000 
Reserve and National Guard members for up to 180 days 
without the approval of Congress or govemors. 

Four Michigan Guard units were called to active duty by 
Governor James Blanchard on Friday, August 24. The units 
consist of approximately 350 citizen-soldiers and include: 

-Detachment Two, Company E of the 106th Aviation Regi- 
ment, headqnartered in Grand Ledge, authorized for 107 
persons, 

-1461st Transportation Company, headquartered inJackson, 
authorized for 173 persons, 

-10091h Transportation Corps Detachment (Movement 
Control), headquartered in Lansing, authorized for 13 persons. 

-1438th Engineering Detachment (Utility), headquartered at 
Camp Gvayling, authorized for 56 persons. 

While on active duty, the volunteers will be paid with federal 
funds and receive the same pay and benefits as active duty 
personnel.

Don and Elaine Bobenmoyer’s sons are in the Amy (Jim), 
Air Force (Paul), Active National Guard (Keith), and Michi-

Elaine has been calling Jim's classmates and asking them to 
write to him, 

“It's important that these guys know that they have support 
back home,” she said. “It doesn’t take much, just a short note 
saying, ‘I'm thinking of you.’” 

Elaine also fecls it is important that the parents of the men 
and women from Crawford County serving overseas keep in 
touch with each other as another means of support. She 
welcomes all tefephone calls at 348-2076. 

Lance Corporal James Devricndt has been stationed in Saudi 
Arabia with Alpha Company for about three weeks now. His 
step-brother, CPO John Quest, also with the U.S. Marine 
Corps, is stationed in the Philippines with Weapons Company, 
81st Battation. 

“Pm very worried about both my sons,” said Gertude Quest, 
“T work to keep myself busy. My mind is in constant turmoil 
these days.” 

Quest said her son, John, could be sent to Saudi Arabia 
anytime.

card commands far more re- 
spect ahd acceptability than 
any state driver's license and, 
in some states and many coun- 
tries, is preferred over a U.S. 
Passport. 

I spoke with the Michigan 
State Police Public Affairs 
Officer in Grayling and he 
assures me that forgery of 
Military 1.D. cards is almost 
unheard of. So, in my eyes, 
that defense is invalid, 

My former comrades are 
still my comrades and I am 
proud of their service to our 
country. They are the reason 
that you and I have freedom 
and democracy, and they de- 
serve our gratitude and re- 
spect—not discrimination, 

I respectfully request that 
you review your present pol- 
icy and make the necessary 
changes to correct this injus- 
tice to Our country’s service 
members.

IF CONVENTIONAL POLITICAL wisdom is to be 
believed, then Republican challengers John Engler for gover- 
nor and Bill Schuette for U.S. senator have a tough 
job ahead. If pcople generally like the way things 
arc, then they probably agree that Democrats 
James Blanchard as governor and Carl Levin as 
senator have been doing a good job. 

But is that the way things really work out? 

For example, if people like the way things are, do they credit 
Mr, Blanchard, a Democrat, or George Bush, the Republican 
president? And if Mr, Bush is the reason for voter satisfaction, 
shouldn’t voters favor the Bush party, and therefore Mr, Engler 
instead of Mr. Blanchard? 

And as for Mr, Levin, if voters like the way Congress has 
been working, and Mr. Levin has been a part of that Congress, 
then why not vote for Mr, Schuette, who also has been a 
member of Congress—although on the other side of the capito} 
dome and the other side of the political aisle, 

And ifa voter has a Republican state house member as his/ 
her representative, but a democratic state senator, and maybe 
a Republican congressman, but a Democratic United States 
senator, and a Democratic governors, but a Republican 


The same words used in different ways can carry different 
meanings, and the use of certain value-laden words by the 
public media often can reveal much more than the writer/ 
speaker intended to show. 

Those involved in the struggle for and against abortion 
frequently complain that members of the media are biased, once 
way or another. Usually the complaint comes from those who 
seck to Outlaw abortion, with the claim that the liberal pre- 
abortion biases of members of the media frequently show in 
their coverage. 

There may be some merit in these charges, It is difficult for 
most writers to screen their own preferences from their copy— 
especially if the writer feels strongly about the subject. 

But is it fair to the reader/listencs? And is it fair to the news 
subject? 

In recent coverage of Michigan's legislative primary races, 
describing an Oakland County primary, one reporter referred 
to the candidates thus: “Dobb is pro-choice; Schlussel is anti- 
abortion.” 

Why not list Ms. Dobb as “pro-abortion,” and Ms. Schlussel 
as ‘pro-life’?

It’s all in the choice of a couple of key words. 

Is it bias, or is it lack of sensitivity, or carelessness? 

Or is the whole thing simply a case of thin skinned overre- 
action? 

Intended or not, the use of particular words or phrases can 
color a story. 
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Recycling Corner

Disposable diapers. Each child that wears them from infancy 
until toilet training is completed, goes through about 7,000 of 
them. Eighteen billion are buried in landfills each year and can 
take up to 500 years to decompose. That's a lot of diapers piling 
up. The reason they don’t break down is because the plastic is 
very durable. It has to be when it comes in contact with 
ammonia and uric acid. 

Disposal of human feces is supposed to be prohibited by 
solid waste regulations, but the enforcement on this doesn’t 
seem to be taking effect. Some labels on disposable diaper 
packages may have instructions to flush the liner, This can clog 
household plumbing however, and is not real good for septic 
systems. Most people wouldn’t flush it even if it was safe. It’s 
much easier to throw it away. Disposables aré convenient and 
now evencute with all the Disney and Sesame Street characters 
onthe waistband. But they are a part of our solid waste problem 
and that cannot be ignored. 

Do your know what a disposable diaper is made of? First, it 
consists of the outer plastic covering which starts as petroleum, 
Then wood pulp is used as the filler or padding of the diaper. 
Last, there is the paper liner. The diaper can also contain 
perfumes, flame-retardant chemicals, and dioxin (involved in 
the bleaching process). Any brand of diaper labeled super or 
ultra absorbant contains a gel compound in the filler. No one 
really knows the effects of these chemicals on the babies. On 
the other hand, noone has claimed they are completely safe. By 
applying creams and lotions to the babies bottom and placing 
a disposable over it, allows the perfect opportunity for dioxins 
10 be transmitted from diaper to baby. The thought of chemi- 
cals being absorbed that close to a baby’s reproductive organs 
should be frightening. The skin is a very sensitive organ. All 
types of substances are absorbed through it. 

Babies tend to have more rashes from disposables than from 
cloth diapers. It is hard for air to circulate in something that is 
completely covered in plastic. [ know from my ownexperience 
that whenever I used disposables on my children (which was 
only for traveling or convenience for a sitter), they always 
broke out in arash. I have scen rashes on other babies that never 
seem to go away completely. These are babies that are con- 
stantly in disposables. The skin temperature on a baby can rise 
to 104 from being encased in plastic. This, mingled with the 
waste matter creates a perfect environment for bacteria. There 
isalso the danger of wood splinters and metal scraps in the filler 
causing injury to the baby. 

Cloth diapers which are cotton, breathe so that the skin stays 
cooler. They are far more comfortable and can decompose in 
six months. Ammonia isn’t trapped in a cloth diaper which 
means less chance of diaper rash. Some hospitals still use cloth 
diapers and others have discontinued the use of the super- 
absorbant disposables because the absorption process is $0 
great on a newborns’ skin that it has been known to shrivel 
because of cellular fluid being drawn away from the body. 

As a parent you may think you need disposables, but think 
of the risk you are posing to your child and the environment. 
Throw-away diapers mean a lot of untreated fecal matter lying 
around. 100 or more viruses can be in human excrement. This 
means waste that can contain polio and intestinal disease. 
Waste that contaminates ground water, The manufacturing of 
these diapers depletes timber and petroleum resources and 
adds to the litter problem. They shouldn't even be called dis- 
posable. They aren’t going anywhere. They are just piling up. 

Parents think of cloth diapers as messy and inconvenient. 
But even with disposables there can be mess too. Washing a 
load of diapers never was too difficult for me considering the 
machine did the work. J would much rather wash diapers than 
have them sitting in my garbage. I also felt better about putting 
a fresh diaper on my baby madc from something natural. Cloth 
diapers do require a bit of attention after changing them as far 
as rinsing off soil and soaking them, but the whole process 
takes three minutes at the most. 

You can save more than five dollars each week by using 
cloth diapers instead of disposables, and slightly less than five 
dollars by using a diaper service. Think about your baby’s 
health, the condition of the environment and the illusion of the 
disposable diaper. Recently I read an article on the composting 
of diapers. Proctor & Gamble has done it in St. Cloud, Minne- 
sota, They recycle the plastic part of the diaper and compost the 
liner into soil enhancer. This is a relatively new concept and if 
it works then that’s great, considering there are people out there 
that will always use disposables no matier what. I have sent for 
more information on it and will print it as soon as I receive it, 

I hope this bit of information on disposables will make 
parents think twice before diapering their baby with a throw- 
away diaper. Even if you can alternate between cloth and 
disposable, it would be a step in the right direction. Soon you 
will see the difference in your baby, in your pocketbook, and 
in your garbage.

The problem of solid waste 
management is recciving 
much attention of late.

Some might call the Osprey 
a “fish hawk” while others 
wishing or preferring to be 
more specific call it Pandion 
haliactus. The Osprey is found 
in many arcas around the 
world, but the only member of 
the family found in North 
America is Pandion haliactus 
carolinensis, No matter what 
you call this bird, it is casily 
recognized, In gencral its 
upper parts are dark brown 
and its under parts are white. 
The five foot plus wingspan 
appears to be bent when in 
flight. Despite the long wing 
span it only weighs from 3,5 
to 5.5 pounds. 


The Osprey isso dependent 
on fish for its food thal it has 
special adaptations for catch- 
ing and holding its prey. There 
are a series of spines on the 
bottom of the feet and a re- 


versiblc outer toe which other 
birds of prey do not have. As 
you know, eagfes will some- 
times rob an Osprey of its 
catch. Sometimes it will take 
ona fish that is too targe for it 
to lift and is drowned. Be- 
cause of their dependence on 
fish they are seldom found far 
from suitable bodies of water 
or rivers. 

Because suitable nesting 
irecs are rather scarce, there 
has been success in providing 
man-made nesting platforms 
for their use. They will use the 
samc trecor platform year after 
year. They keep adding to the 
nest until it becomes rather 
bulky. Two to four eggs are 
laid and incubated, mainly by 
the female, for 28 days. The 
next {ime you journey south 
to Houghton Lake notice the 
nest ptatforms that are visible 
to the cast of I-75.
